_ Factories by Buylng all the Pro- 
ducte of Canadian Labor 


Suppose that we continue buy- 
ing foreign made goods and allow | 
our own workmen to. fall into idleness 
because .of a lack of orders for Can- 


adian factories! ‘First, we shall have 
this winter-the evil of. unemployment. 
What does: that mean? Able- bodied 
men unable to find any occupation— 
idle, desperate, their wives and babies 
hungry! When’ conditions become 
serious the various towns and cities | 
will organize: relief funds and prob- 
ably arrange special civic works in 
order to give the unamployed enough 
work: to keep them fed. But aside 
from that there would still have to 
ba, tremendous sums spent on clarity. 
That means encouraging pauperism, 
| Meantime the money spent on lvic™ 
works is only half efficient since the 
time lost in distributing the werk 
evenly among the unemployed is great, 
and the underfed workman cannot be 
expected to do a)full day’s work, 

But there is an effect to be looked 
for even .worse than this: the un- 
employed will begin to move, They 
will endure the situation until they 
;near the end of their resources. Then, 
such of them as have the means will 
go to other countries—-notably United 
States. They will go where you and 
I are sending our money for supplies. 
They will follow the money, If we 
send it out of Canada they will follow 
If we keep it at home we may 
hope to keep them also. If we don’t 
(Canada’s ‘population will fall, the 
Avalue of real estate. will drop, the 
foreign factory will be flooded with 
offers of cheap labor, and so will be- 
able to wipe out Canadian competition, 
Canada will receive a bad namé@ 
among the working classes. Manw 
facturers and capitalists will be dis 
couraged, enterprise dulled and in- 
vestments lost. If Canadians. do no 
stand together in mutual support in 
the months to come, Canada will re 
ceive a set-back from which it would 
take her years to recover, .

Occurrences like the German naval 
raid on the .Hartlepools and Scar- 
borough in mid-December sent hun- 
dreds of men, old and young alike, 
hurrying to take their places in this

Drilling is carried on generally 
three or four evenings a week in 
parks, squares and school yards all 
over. England. 
The force is to be equipped as soon 
as possible with grey green uniforms.
